Monday, 


ROOSEVELT TELL 
KANSAS OFLANDON 
OSPEL OF FEAR 


In Democratic Wichita He 
Ridicules ‘‘Bogeymen” 
Held Up to Voters — 
‘Real Fear in 1932.” 


IRONY AND SCORN 
BUT NO NAMES 


President Hints State 
Would Not Have ‘Pulled 
Through’ Depression 
Without Federal Aid.

WICHITA, Kan., Oct. 13.—In Gov. 
Landon’s own state, almost at his 
doorstep, President Roosevelt to- 


day directed a running attacl: on 
his Republican -rival and with 
scorn and irony sought to sharpen 
the contrast between Roosevelt 
“security” and Republican “insecu- 
rity.” 

In pouring out his scorn, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt never once men- 
tioned Landon’s name, but it was 
not possible to mistake his target. 
As in his speech at Denver, when 
he said that Landon was two-faced 
without ever naming the Republic- 
an candidate, the attack was all 
the more effective because it was 
indirect. 

With his audience tne President 
left the suggestion that if it had 
not been for help from Washing- 
ton, Kansas would never have 
“pulled through” the depression. 
Altheugh he did not give a defin- 
ite figure, Kansas during the _ last 
three and a half years has received 
nearly $400,000,000 from the Feder- 
al Government. This. includes 
drouth relief amd’ every othe? for 
of aid. iia tli 
Talks in Dust Storm Area. 

The President last night crossed 
the dust bowl area, speaking at 
each stop from the rear platform 
to large crowds. — 

In this Democratic stronghold of 
Wichita, where oil and industry 
outrank agriculture, people had 
gathered from all over the State to 
welcomed the President as he 
stepped off his train shortly after 
arrival at 9:30 a. m. It was in 
Wichita that Landon spent much 
of his time as an oil operator. But 
from Civil War days this has been 
know as “rebel” territory. 

“The Republican leaders,” the 
President said, using the same gen- 
eral phrase he employed in his 
Denver attack, “have told you all 
kinds of things about what this 
administration is trying to do. They 
have tried to spread the gospel of 
fear not only in the factories, which 
is an old, shop worn trick; but this 
year they are even trying to bring 
fear into the homes and firesides 
of America.” 

‘Several times during the present 
tour the President has referred to a 
phase of the whispering campaign 
that has been called to his atten- 
tion. According to the President's 
informant, an unnamed Nebraska 
woman, the whisperers have gone 
from house to house to warn 
against Federal taxation which in 
the next four years will take home- 
steads and small businesses if 
Roosevelt is re-elected. 

Says People Remember 1932. 

“But I know,” the President add- 
ed, “that the people of this country 
have not such short memories. They 
remember only too well the real 
fear—the justified fear—felt all 
over the nation in 1932, to be fright- 
ened by this silly, false fear which 
is now being preached. The lead- 
ers who are trying to do it are the 
very ones whose blindness to facts 
and refusal to act caused the real 
fear and the real danger of nation- 
al disaster in 1932.” 

Earlier the President referred to 
“whispering ghosts,” and “stalking 
bogey men,” which are being ‘used, 
he said, to frighten voters. He ridi- 
culed these “fairy tales,” saying 
that if he ever wrote another book 
he would put a chapter in it filled 
with “political bedtime stories.” 
Sketching in the economy “securi- 
ty” which he desires to bring about, 
the President said: 

“That philosophy has been the 
philosophy and the practical ob- 
jective of your national ‘administra- 
tion at Washington. I do not seek 
to discuss with you the pros and 
cons of your local government or 
of your State government in Kan- 
sas. You know more about that 
than I do. Let me say only, and in 
very simple terms, that I do not 
believe that Kansas would have. 
pulled through the difficult prob- 
lems of the past four years as 
splendidly as it has, had it not been 
for Federal co-operation and Fed- 
eral assistance in many fields of 
your endeavor. 

“If you think we were wrong to 
give this assistance, then, to be log- 
ical, you must ask that in the days

NEW U. 5. AIR SAFETY 
RULE FOR PITTSBURGH 


Pilots Ordered Not to Land 
There When Ceiling Is 
Less Than 4000 Feet.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—Bureau 


of Air Commerce officials disclosed 
today they had instructed air line 
pilots not to land at Pittsburgh 
when the ceiling is less than 4000 
feet above sea level. 

The new ruling was described by 
officials as a “precautionary meas- 
ure” put into effect because of 
trouble with radio flying beams in 
the mountainous areas near Pitts- 


| burgh. 


The notification was sent to five 
air lines—Transcontinental & West- 
ern Air, Central Airlines, American 
Airplanes, Pennsylvania Aijirlines 
and United Airlines. 

Their pilots were advised to use 
signals from the two Pittsburgh 
aeronautical radio stations only as 
“homing devices” wntil further no- 
tice. The bureau added that the 
beams must be used with extreme 
caution because of reported fading 
and other signal failures. 

Postoffice Department officials 
expressed uncertainty over the ef- 
fect of the ordér on the delivery 
of air mail at Pittsburgh. 

Twelve persons were killed April 
7 in the crash of a TWA airliner 
near Uniontown, Pa., and the Bu- 
reau of Air Commerce in its report 
made last month placed the blame 
on the dead pilot, Otto C. Ferguson. 
At extended hearings into the 
crash, the TWA attempted to show 
the radio directional beams oper- 
ated by the bureau were not func- 
tioning properly. The department’s 
report, however, said they were 
working normally at the time of 
the crash. 

Representatives of Transcontinen- 
tal & Western Air, Pennsylvania 
Air Lines and Central‘Airlines will 
come here tomorrow for conference 
on the new order. All three firms 
operate passenger planes through 
Pittsburgh. 

Bureau officials said that the new 
regulation might be rescinded if air- 
line flyers and bureau investigators 
found it was unnecessary.

That Modern Flying Is Not 
an Expedition.

400 HINDUS LEAVE TRINIDAD 
ON VOYAGE OF ATONEMENT 


Laborers Hope to Erase Sin of 
Crossing Ocean Under In- 
denture System.

13.—Four hundred Hindus, sailed 
today on a voyage of atonement, 
to their native India.

lief and pledged himself and the 
Republican party to a_ five-point 
program to take waste, extravae 
gance and politics out of relief ad~ 
ministration. 

Landon declared he refused to ree 
gard relief as a permanent national] 
problem, and that if the Govern- 
ment would stop trying to run the 
lives of 130,000,000 people and give 
business initiative a chance, 11,000, 
000 men and women would no long- 
» look, in vain for jobs. 

three years,” he said, “it 
ébvious to everyone that 
waste and extravagance do not 
make jobs. Cracking down on 
business and arousing class ha- 
treds do not restore employment. 
Recovery and re-employment will 
never come while honest business is 
forced to tip-toe through a series of 
breathing spells.” 

The Kansas Governor repeated 
his promise that, if elected Presi- 
dent, he would balance the Federal 
budget, but not at the expense of 
the needy unemployed. Comment- 
ing on the present role partisan 
politics plays in relief, he said: 

“I am dedicated to the propos 
tion that henceforth no American 
citizen shall ever again be put in 
the position where he has to sell 
his vote for bread.” 

Outlines Own Program. 

The 17,000 Republicans who 
crowded into the Auditorium vigor~- 
ously cheered and applauded as he 
reeled off his charges against the 
President and Relief Administrator 
Hopkins. They listened intently as 
he presented his own plan—which 
overlapped at several points— 
for meeting the _ situation. His 
“common sense, workable solution” 
was as follows: 

1. To find out the facts about 
the unemployed and their depend- 
ents. He strongly indicated that 
he favored a census of the uneme 
ployed—a comprehensive survey 
which the Roosevelt administration 
so far has declined to make, al- 
though urged to do so by the 
American Federation of Labor 
and-other organizations. 

2. To return the administration 
of relief to the states, which “will 
determine what, if any, work re- 
lief projects will be started or 
continued.” 

3. To establish a system of Fed- 
eral grants-in-aid to states by 
which Federal funds would be al- 
lotted under “certain reasonable 
conditions.” He explained later 
what these conditions might be. 

4. To provide an efficient em- 
ployment service to bridge the 
gap between relief rolls and re 
viving industry. 

5. To end the present confu- 
sion between Federal public works 
and relief, and the use of relief 
labor, at relief wages, on meri- 
torious public improvements. 

Lays Down Conditions. 

Enumerating the “certain reason- 
able conditions” states would have 
to meet under his plan for the Fed- 
eral grants-in-aid, Landon said that 
the first was that a fair proportion 
of the relief burden should be met 
by the state and local governments, 
thus guaranteeing, through a direct 
financial responsibility, that the tax- 
payers’ money would not be squan- 
dered.

TOLEDO, O., Oct. 13.—Pointing 
to Government domination of la- 
bor relations in Fascist and Social- 
ist countries, Gov. Alf M. Landon 
today urged organized labor to heed 
the advice of the late Samuel Gom- 
pers to stand apart from politics 


and governmental management of 
its affairs. 

The Republican presidential nom- 
inee gave his opinion on labor re- 
lations under trying and inappro- 
priate circumstances in a medium- 
sized motion picture theater where 
most of his listemers were women 
who did not seem to realize the sig- 
nificance of his remarks. The ap- 
plause was meager and ill-timed. 
A strategical error can be chalked 
up against the local Republican or- 


ganization which arranged the af- | 


fair and the advisers who approved 
the topic for a mid-morning meet- 
ing. 

Landon was taken to the theater 
under a police escort and immedi- 
ately after the brief speech moved 
on to Detroit where he will speak 
tonight on the Constitution. 

Praise for Gompers. 
In general, Landon urged organ- 


ized labor to continue its fight for | 


reform “through evolutionary rath- 
er than revolutionary processes” to 
beware of its “false friends.” He 
cited the gains made under this 
procedure during the past 50 years 
—workmen’s compensation benefits, 
industrial accident insurance, child 
labor laws, minimum wages, the 
rights to collective bargaining, re- 
lief from the abuse of injunctions, 
and reductions of the hours of la- 
bor. 

Praising the late president of the 
American Federation of Labor, as 
a “great intellectual leader” and 
“one of our foremost statesmen,” 
Landon said that Gompers’ courage 
had kept organized labor from be- 
ing destroyed by its socialistic ene- 
mies, 

“Though bitterly assailed 
personally abused,” Landon con- 
tinued, “his wisdom kept organized 
labor from the great temptation to 
participate in party politics. This 
would inevitably prove ruinous in 
the long run to all labor.” 

Landon recalled Gompers’ fight 
with the federation to keep organ- 
ized labor apart from politics and 
governmental management of its 
affairs and how he insisted that it 
should be a separate, independent, 
non-political organization, relying 
on collective bargaining and public 
opinion. 

Danger of Politics. 

“Gompers repeatedly declared,” 
Landon said, “that once organized 
labor engaged in party politics and 
once it permitted itself to be af- 
filiated with the Government, ‘t 
would lose its independence and its 
power to promote the interests of 
working people effectively. He 
foresaw that affiliation with the 
Government would become domina- 
tion by the Government. 

“Look abroad and you will find 
that where autocrats and dictators 
have sprung up from class hatred, 
where organized labor through 
short-sighted leadership has par- 
ticipated in the political creation 
of new governments, organized la- 
bor has been destroyed. The work- 
ing people have become serfs of the 
state. Only last week, in a Euro- 
pean state, hours of work in indus- 
try were increased 50 per cent 
without wage adjustment by the 
edict of a single man.” 

(This referred to Mussolini’s ac- 
tion putting certain Italian indus- 
tries on a 60-hour week.) 

Roosevelt Not Named. 

The Republican nominee did not 
mention Roosevelt or the New Deal 
by name, nor did he specifically 
attack Section 7A of the unconsti- 
tutional NRA or its successor, the 
Wagner Labor Relations Act. 

“Organized labor,” he said, “must 
vealously and eternally guard its 
own independence. It should be- 
ware of the temptations and illusory 
promises that are being offered it 
by any government. No matter 
how flattering and enticing these 
offers may appear at the moment, 
they mean ultimate dictation by 
politics.”

Deplores Lewis-Green Split. 

In conclusion, he deplored the 
split between William Green and 
John L. Lewis and hoped that it 
would speedily be healed. “The 
great gains made by labor through 
its organization,” he declared, “are 
in danger so long as this division 
exists. Here again, unity is requi- 
site for progress and achievement.” 

Traveling to Detroit, the Landon 
train made several stops for brief 
platform talks by the presidential 
candidate. Large rural crowds 
turned out at each stop. 

At Wyandotte, a secondary in- 
dustrial city of Michigan, Landon 
praised the relations between em- 
ployers and employes which per- 
mitted the workers to operate small 
pieces of land to supplement their 
industrial wages. 

“Millions of workers,” he told the 
crowd which was able to see him 
because a half holiday had been de- 
clared at their factories, “are the 
unsung heroes of this war against 
the depression.

Government Planes Drop Bombs on 
Rebel Cavalry Near San Martin.

WITH THE INSULGENT 
FORCES NEAR SAN MARTIN DE 
VALDEIGLESIAS, Spain, Oct. 13. 
—Government planes dropped more 
than 50 bombs on concentrations 
of Moorish cavalry outside the walls 
of San Martin today. 

Many cavalrymen—mounted on 
mules—lay sidewise across the ani- 
mals and threw blankets over 
themselves for protection. Some 
escaped with slight wounds when 
the mules were knocked from under 
them. The bombs wrecked several 
houses. 

Insurgent commanders, whose 
forces had seized the huge power 
dams on the Alberche River, cut 
a supply lines to Madrid yester- 

ay. 

Although they occupied the plants 
Saturday, the Fascists were forced 
to wait until the arrival of an elec- 
trical expert who could pull the 
Switches and stop the machinery. 
All of the regular engineering force 
at the plant either had been killed 
by retreating Government militia- 
men or had disappeared from the 
région. 

By cutting the switches, four- 
fifths of the capital's electrical sup- 
ply was blocked, officers asserted, 
leaving Madrid only a small amount 
from another plant near Guadala- 
jara.

take a private job. He knows that 
if the job proves temporary, it may 
take weeks and weeks to break 
through the jungle of red tape and 
get back on relief under the pres- 
ent system. This must be reme- 
died. We must also see to it that 
the best technical and educational 
services are made available to the 
unemployed.” 
Improving as Speaker. 

Landon has shown continued im- 
provement in his oratorical deliv- 
ery on this campaign tour. This 
was evident last night in a change 
of pace and a more dramatic em- 
phasis on key words. He had the 
crowd laughing with him one min- 
ute and in the next they were whis- 
tling with incredulity as he cast up 
the relief costs. It was a less bois- 
terous but more attentive audience 
than the one at Chicago which 
heard his budget speech last week. 
There was no booing but, as_ at 
Chicago, the crowd caught his con- 
trast of what President Roosevelt 
had promised and what the New 
Deal had accomplished. His asser- 
tion that one-sixth of the Ameri- 
can people were on relief seemed 
to be a point that had not been 
brought home before to the Cleve- 
land crowd. 

“Tragic neglect” was Landon’s 
characterization of the New Deal’s 
failure to inform itself on the na- 
ture and the extent of the relief 
problem. 

“Nobody in America tonight,” he 
said, “knows exactly how many 
of our fellow citizens are out of 
work, nobody knows how many are 
on relief. Even the government in 
Washington does not know. This 
is inexcusable. 

“This administration has found 
time to make tourist guide books. 
It has found money to classify fos- 
sils. It has spent seven and a half 
billion dollars of the taxpayers’ 
money in the name of relief. But 
it has found neither time nor money 
to inform itself of the extent and 
the nature of the relief problem. 
The American Federation of Labor 
says there are over 11,000,000 unem- 
ployed, There appear to about 20,- 
000,000 on relief. This is no situa- 
tion to be dismissed with talk of 
rising stock market prices in New 
York; it cannot be turned aside by 
boasting of corporation profits. This 
is a situation that must be faced 
openly and with courage.” 

Reaction of Audience. 

Tickets to the meeting had been 
distributed through the local Re- 
publican organizations and  Lan- 
don’s listeners appeared to know 
what was taking place in the relief 
administration in their own wards 
and precincts. Lartidon was cheered 
when he declared that the first step 
toward the solution of the relief 
problem was to forget about poli- 
tics and to fix attention on the 
needs of the unemployed. The 
audience nodded approval when he 
said 


verybody knows there is too 
much politics in relief. This has 
become a national scandal—it is a 
disgrace to the administration. It 
is more than that. It is a humilia- 
tion to the American people.” 
But his indictment that the New 
Deal had “used relief as an ex- 
perimental playground for every 
foolish fad and pet theory that 
came along” met with no response, 
nor did his statement that “after 
nearly four years this administra- 
tion should have definite ideas on 
how to meet the relief problem.” 
Landon had the crowd laughing 
as he described the switches from 
FERA to CWA to PWA and WPA 
back to FERA, and the vain at- 
tempts of State officials and Re- 
publicans to get facts about the 
relief situation.

Landon mace a vague gesture 
to the American Federation of La- 
bor and its fight for relief wages 
equal to prevailing wages in private 
industry, but he made no promise 
when he said:

But I do condemn the 
mismanagement which keeps the 
unemployed at subsistence wages 
while providing good salaries for 
the favored few.

Final arrangements were made to- 
day for the reception of President 
Roosevelt on his brief visit to St. 
Louis tomorrow. 

Arriving at 9:30 a. m., the Pres- 


ident will dedicate the Soldiers’ Me- 
morial now under construction on 
Memorial Plaza in a 15-minute 
speech from a platform at Thir- 
teenth and Market streets, and take 
an automobile ride through the riv- 
er-front district, site of the pro- 
posed Jefferson Memorial. 

At 11 o’clock his special train will 
leave Union Station for Chicago. In 
East St. Louis the President will 
make a rear platform appearance 
during a stop at the Relay Depot, 
First street and Missouri avenue. 

Morning sessions will not be held 
tomorrow in the public schools in 
honor of the President's visit. 
Classes will be resumed at 1 p. m. 

A reception committee of 50 busi- 
ness and professional men, with 
Rolla Wells as chairman, will meet 
the. President at Union Station. No 
one will be permitted to pass po- 
lice lines at the station except those 
to whom special red identification 
badges have been issued. 

Route of the Auto Ride. 

Leaving the station at the Hight- 

eenth street side, the President and 
his party, with the reception com- 
mittee, will enter automobiles. The 
first car will be occupied by the 
President and Mrs. Roosevelt, ani 
Senators Clark and Truman. The 
procession will go east in Clark ave- 
nue to Sixteenth street, north to 
Market and east to the speaking 
»platform. A ramp has been con- 
struct which will permit the Presi- 
dent’s car to he driven directly to 
the platform level. 
' The President will face north in 
speaking, and amplifiers will carry 
his voice to those within a radius 
of two blocks. No one will be per- 
mitted in the area south of the 
platform between the entrances of 
the City Hall and the Municipal 
Courts Building.

Old Fashioned Gospel Sermon. 

Dr. Truett, veteran pastor of 
First Baptist Church in Dallas, and 
president of the Baptist World Al- 
liance, was announced to speak 
especially to young people, but his 
sermon proved to be for hearers of 
all ages. It was an old-fashioned 
gospel sermon, setting forth New 
Testament teachings in a tone of 


‘confident assertion, and was deliv- 


ered with great earnestness. In 
one of the few anecdotes dealing 
with young people, Dr. Truett told 
of having been able to win a young 
The 
young man, he related, went to hear 
him preach, merely to note his 
technique as a speaker, but re- 


turned, telling him with apparent 


surprise, “You believe what you are 
saying.” 

“T have staked my life on the 
truth of the gospel,” the minister 
replied. He said the young man 
asked him for a formula for pray- 
er for one still in doubt, and that 
he gave him this prayer: 

“Oh God, if there is such a be- 
ing, give me light if You care for 
me to have it, and I pledge myself 
to follow that light.” He said the 
man later wrote him of having en- 
tered on a Christian faith. 
“Christ is the power of God,” Dr. 
Truett declared, “in his own per- 


son, in his gospel, and in human 


experience, 
“He Was the God-man.” 

“Christianity stands or falls on 
the person of Christ. Human na- 
ture did not and could not produce 
him. If it could, why, with all the 
growth of the centuries since, has 
it not produced another? He was 
the God-man, and there the hyphen 
both joins and divides, gives distinc- 
tion and unity—as really man as 
though he were not God; as really 
God as though he were not man, 

“He declared his own omniscience 
and his own omnipotence. Pre- 
sumption has never reached such 
heights as his words about himself 
would be if he were any other than 
very God. What human being 
could assume such a burden as that 
of his words, ‘Come unto me, al! 
that are weary, and I will give you 
rest?’ Could Washington, or Glad- 
stone, or the great-hearted Lee, have 
spoken such words? But on the 
lips of Jesus they are concordant— 
honey from the rock of God. 

“He said ‘I am the light of the 
world.” Try to imagine the world 
today if that light had never shone 
on it. He said ‘He that hath seen 
me hath seen the Father’—in other 
words, ‘I am God translated into 
life He showed men how to ap- 
proach God, how to live with thefr 
fellow-men, how to view death—He 
that believeth in me shall never 
die.’ Did Socrates, or Plato, or 
Marcus Aurelius ever answer the 
questions which death asks of us 
all?” 

Positive affirmations of belief in 
the Bible narrative of the miracles 
of Jesus, the virgin birth of Jesus, 
and the resurrection, “crowning 
miracle of the centuries,” followed. 
Dr. Truett told of a young minis- 
ter, heckled by skeptics, one of 
whom asked him, “If the most 
honored and respected of women

should tell you that she had a son 
without a human father, would you 
believe her?” 

“Yes,” he said that the minister 
replied, “if her son was Jesus, and 
if he spoke, lived, died and rose 
again as Jesus did, I would believe 
her.” 

“The Dynamite of God.” 

The words of Paul, calling the 
gospel “the power of God,” were 
read by the speaker “the dynamite 
of God,” the Greek word for power 
being “dunamis,” original of the 
word now used to designate the ex- 
plosive. He gave instances of the 
work of this “dynamite” in foreign 
lands. 

“Hunger and unemployment are 
tragedies,” the preacher said, “ig- 
'norance is as great a tragedy, but 
the greatest tragedy of human life 
‘is sin.” He told of the words of 
| Joseph Cook, noted Boston preach- 
er, before the World’s Congress of 
Religions at Chicago in 1893, as- 
serting the unique claim of Chris- 
tianity as the cure for sin. 

The speaker closed with an elo- 
quent passage in which the words 
of scripture and of Christian hymns 
were alternated. He asked those 
in accord with his utterances to 
stand, and apparently everyone 
rose. There was no specific invita- 
tion to converts, and no after-meet- 
ing with distribution and signing of 
cards, as in the service conducted 
Sunday by Dr. E. Stanley Jones. 
On each mass-meeting program the 
words “Commitment Service” fol- 
low the sermon, but each preacher 
is left to give his own form to this 
service. 

Dr. Jones, noted missionary to 
India, is again to be the chief 
speaker at the closing mass meet- 
ing tomorrow night. At tonight’s 
meeting, with Dr. Buttrick as 
preacher, the Rev. Carl Christian 
Rasmussen, Lutheran, of Washing- 
ton, is to conduct the question-an-

ON ESTATE IN BRTA 


Government Clerks Checking 

Late Sir John Ellerman’s As- 

sets, but They Keep Increasing 
} 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Oct. 13. — For three 
years, a smal army of Government 
clerks has.been checking up the 
estate left by Sir John Ellerman, 


little-known “richest man in En- 
gland’s history,” and is still hard 
at it. 

The Government can well afford 
the expense. It expects to collect 
50 per cent of the fortune, which 
keeps on growing. 

Sir John, ship owner, industrial- 
ist and real estate owner died in 
1933 at the age of 71. His estate 
was then valued at  £17,233,977 
(about $86,119,885), “as far as can 
be ascertained,” but only recently 
it was resworn at £36,684,994 (about 
$183,424,970), and even at that fig- 
ure, additional property, including 
large American and other foreign 
interests, was not included. 

Now investigators have discovered 
more and more holdings, and after 
three years of trying to figure out 
just how much it is all worth, they 
have had to tack on still further 
columns of figures representing the 
enormous increase in the value of 
the estate due to improvement in 
general business between 1933 and 
1936. The final figure is expected 
to be about £50,000,000- ($250,000,- 
000). 

Ellerman left the bulk of his for- 
tune to his son, the present Sir 
John Ellerman, now 27 years old. A 
shy, retiring youth, the new Sir 
John inherited his father’s simple 
tastes and is almost never in the 
public eye, 

Already £14,600,000 ($73,000,000) 
has been turned over to the Chan- 
cellory of the Exchequer in death 
duties—by far the largest amount 
ever received from one estate in 
England. In addition, it is esti- 
mated that during his life-time Sir 
John paid at least £20,000,000 ($100,- 
000,000) in income tax and super- 
tax.

S00 IN HOLDUP 


Employes Forced to Lie on 
Floor While Robbers 
Take Cash. 


Employes of the Laclede Packing 
Co., 1701 Prairie avenue, were held 
up at 4:50 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon in the second-floor offices of 
the firm by three masked men, 


armed with revolvers, who fled 
with more than $800. Two robbers,

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MRS. COMFORT WIS 
LIFE INSURANCE SUI 


Supreme Court Refuses to Re- 
view Case in Which She 
Got Verdict. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 13. — The 
United States Supreme Court yes- 
terday refused to review a ruling 
of the Eighth Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals which affirmed a judgment 
of the United States District Court 
in St. Louis that the death of Maj. 


Norman B. Comfort, St. Louis real 
estate dealer, in 1934 was accidental 
and his widow was entitled to $15,- 
000 from the Columbian National 
Life Insurance Co. 

The insurance company, resisting 
the widow's suit for accident insur- 
ance on the theory that Maj. Com- 
fort killed himself, carried the case 
on appeal to the Eighth Circuit 
Court, which twice affirmed the 
judgment, and then asked for a re- 
view by the Supreme Court. 


Maj. Comfort, who had a record 
of distinguished service with the 
138th (St. Louis) Infantry in the 
World War, was found shot to death 
on the night of Jan. 27, 1934, in 
a second-floor bedroom of his home 
in Ladue Village, where he had 
gone from a bridge game with 
friends downstairs with the ex- 
pressed intention of getting a fresh 
deck of cards. 

Mrs. Comfort contended he was 
killed when a revolver fell from a 
closet shelf on which he was rum- 
maging for the cards and was dis- 
charged. The insurance company 
contended the weapon could not 
have been discharged accidentally 
since it was hammerless and had a 
safety catch. 

A Federal Court jury in St. Louis 
awarded the full amount of the 
policy to her and the insurance 
company appealed. The higher 
court affirmed the judgment. The 
insurance company obtained a re- 
hearing and again last February 
the judgment was affirmed.

MOBERLY, Mo., Oct. 13-—A po- 
litical reversion from the unprece- 
dented Democratic majorities of 
1932 to approximately normal 
Democratic leads on the national 
ticket this year is indicated in Ran- 
dolph and Audrain, two of: the 
heavily Democratic counties of this 
part of Missouri. 

Four. years ago Randolph gave 
Roosevelt a majority of 6719, but 
this year it is not likely to exceed 
5000. Audrain, which went Demo- 
cratic in 1932 by 5264, this year will 
give Roosevelt a lead of about 2500, 
in the opinion of informed poli- 
ticians in the county. Stark for 
governor is expected to carry Ran- 
dolph by about 4000 and Audrain 
by about ‘1600. 

Though both counties have been 

the recipients of extensive Federal 
largess, there is a noticeable dis- 
satisfaction among the farmers 
which seems certain to be reflect- 
ed in the election returns. How- 
ever, this Democratic defection will 
be offset to some degree by Repub- 
lican farmers, of whm there are 
not a great many, but some of 
whom will vote for Roosevelt be- 
cause of the AAA money they have 
received. 
Some Loss for Stark Expected. 
+ The opposition to Stark which 
appeared heavy among members of 
organized labor in Hannibal, seems 
much less pronounced among the 
railroad labor union men in Mo- 
berly, and while it appears Stark 
will not run up with Roosevelt here 
the opposition is scattered and his 
loss is not expected to exceed 500, 
making an approximate difference 
of 1000 in the majorities of Roose- 
velt and Stark. 

The attempt of Republican work- 
ers to stir up anti-Stark feeling 
among the laborers apparently has 
not made much headway in Ran- 
dolph County, and the opposition 
to him is scattered and is due prin- 
cipally to opposition to Boss Pen- 
dergast of Kansas City, to dissatis- 
faction over the way the State ad- 
ministration has handled the old 
age pension payments, and to the 
insurance scandals of the present 
administration. 

In Audrain County, which Wil- 
liam Hirth carried over Stark in 
the primary there will be some 
scratching of Stark by Democrats, 
possibly to the extent of 400 votes. 
But there is no doubt that both 
Randolph and Audrain will show 
comfortable majorities for all Dem- 
ocratic candidates. 

Figures on Federal Aid. 

The Democrats are counting 
heavily on the Federal expendi- 
tures to hold their majorities up 
to normal figures. Randolph Coun- 
ty residents have received approxi- 
mately $2,500,000 of outside money. 
‘Through the AAA farmers have 
been paid $327,725.51 in wheat, corn 
and hog money. Federal Land 
Bank loans in the county have 
amounted to $294,300 and HOLC 
loans to $614,247. 

Though definite figures on direct 
relief and WPA expenditures are 
not obtainable, on the basis of pop- 
ulation the county was entitled to, 
and probably received, $908,459 of 
relief money and $332,524 of WPA 
money. At the present time there 
are 695 WPA employes in the coun- 
ty, meaning a monthly payroll of 
about $37,000.

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DR. KOO TELLS OF WAR 
AND HUNGER IN CHINA 


Says Parents See No Use to 
Educate Children Doomed 
to Be Cannon Fodder.

The problem of the Christian in 


’ China and the mission of Christian- 


ity there, was the subject of a brief 
luncheon address yesterday by Dr. 
T. Z. Koo before members of the 
National Preaching Mission and 
guests at Hotel Statler. 

Dr. Koo, a railroad executive be- 
fore he became one of the most 
prominent of the Christian religious 
leaders in China, displayed emotion 


when he told of the plight of the 
more humble of his countrymen, 
who were paid—when they were 
able to find work—only 18 cents a 
day. 

As did other speakers who dis- 
cussed the mission of Christianity 
in other nations, Dr. Koo stressed 
the need of economic reform in 
China and pointed out that it was 
the church and its followers that 
could lend most aid to cause such 
reform. 

“Millions Always Hungry.” 

“T know of millions of Chinese 
men and women,” he said, “who 
never know what it is to have their 
hunger satisfied.” 

He spoke of the constant war fear 
which clouded his land. He said 
that because of the imminence of 
conflict he had closed his home in 
Peiping and moved his family be- 
fore he came to the United States 
for this meeting. 

“The great question of peace and 
war is always before us,” he said. 
“To you in the United States, with 
your country between two oceans, it 
is difficult to realize the intensity 
of the situation. In other parts of 
the world, when education of chil- 
dren has been discussed, I have 
heard parents say: 

“*‘What is the use of worrying 
about our children when we know 
that long before the time comes for 
them to go to high school they will 
be blown to bits?’”

NEW YORK PASTOR TELLS 
STUDENTS OF PROBLEMS 


Dr. George A. Buttrick Says Youth 
Needs Better Chance to 
Get Education. 

Dr. George A. Buttrick, pastor of 
the Madison Avenue Presbyterian 
Church, New York, addressed 2500 
students yesterday at Beaumont 
High School, telling them in an in- 
formal manner of present day prob- 
lems which the youth of today 
must prepare to face tomorrow. 

“In my congregation,” Dr. Butt- 
rick said, “many of my religious 
students do not have the chance 
to go to a fine high school like this, 
but ‘instead they go to work. Liv- 
ing in tenements with long brick 
fronts, dark hallways and small 
rooms that serve as combination 
sleeping, living and cooking quar-’ 
ters they do not have your ad- 
vantages. It is up to you young 
people to set this right. 

“And you must set this war busi- 
ness right, too,” he continued. 
“Isn't it terrible to think of an 
America in which we can find

WIDE RANGE OF TOPICS 
AT CHURCH SEMINARS 


Speakers Discuss Relief, How 
to Write Sermons and 
Threats to Christianity. 


Topics as diverse as how to write 
a sermon, the handling of govern- 
mental relief, and “the failure of 
Christianity to build a world broth- 
erhood” were discussed yesterday 
at three seminars held in connec- 
tion with the National Preaching 
Mission and attended by a total of 
about 1000 persons. 

The seminars were held at West- 
minster Presbyterian, Pilgrim Con- 
gregational and Union Avenue 
Christian churches. They were con- 
tinued today and will be concluded 
tomorrow afternoon. 

At Pilgrim Congregational Church 
the Rev. Henry Smith Leiper, D. D., 
of. New York, American secretary 
of the Universal Christian Courficil 
of Life and Work, pointed to the 
relationship between religion and 
patriotism and said that the fail- 
ure of Christianity to build a‘ world 


rise of many intensely nationalist 
nations which now threaten the 
peace of the world. 

“There is a close relationship be- 
tween patriotism and religion,” he 
said, “that arises from the danger 
of divided loyalties between church 
and state. There is need for a uni- 
fying factor to draw church and 
state together. (Christianity has not 
played the role of a unifying force, 
however. It has rather been a dis- 
ruptive force.” 

Opposition to Christianity, 

Dr. Leiper gave a list of coun- 
tries where Christianity is now in 
decline, which, he said, included 
Russia, Germany, Italy, Spain, Mex- 
ico and Turkey and added: “It 
seems we are in a period of decline 
which will take its place with the 
dark ages following the fall of the 
Roman empire and with the Mo- 
hammedan invasion of Europe. The 
fact is that we are confronted with 
a world hostile to Christianity and 
organized in a concerted way un- 
known before, against it. 

“Ten years ago no one would 
have questioned the fact that Chris- 
tianity had a future. Today many 
a minister confesses he doesn’t 
know what the outcome will be for 
the present generation.” 

The present opposition, he said, 
differs from all previous opposition 
to Christianity in that it springs 
from the difference which exists be- 
tween contemporary doctrines of 
extreme nationalism and “the funda- 
mental Christian teaching of broth- 
erhood in human, racial and inter- 
national relationships.” Hitler’s 
Aryanism and Communism both 
have the force of religion for their 
believers, he said. 

Asked whether an anti-Jewish 
Fascist movement could make head- 
way in the United States, Dr. Lei- 
per replied: “Why not? We're not 
so different from other countries. 
Look at the rise of English Fascists 
under Oswald Mosley. I don’t know 
what form it might take here, but 
the same desire to gang up is apt 
to produce the same results. 
“Anti-Semitism is rising rapidly 
in this country. There are a num- 
ber of organizations fostering this 
spirit and I believe the Christian 
churches are going to have a very 
hard battle with it in this country 
before long.” 

Church and Relief Problem. 
At the seminar on “Christianity 
and Social Problems,” a member of 
the audience asked whether the 
churches could not handle and dis- 
tribute governmental relief and thus 
cut down the cost of administra- 
tion. 

Dean Sidney EB. Sweet of Christ 
Church Cathedral, who was a sub- 
stitute speaker in place of the Rev. 
Albert E. Day of Baltimore, replied 
that his experience had shown him 
that the relief problem was too 
complicated for handling except by 
trained social workers. The 
churches would have to hire these 
anyway, he said, and the cost of 
distribution would not be reduced. 
He asked, however, that more 
attention be paid in the giving of 
relief to “keeping up the morale 
of the recipients.” 

The Rev. George A. Buttrick; 
pastor of the Madison Avenue Pres- 
byterian Church, New York City, 
spoke on sermon writing at West- 
minster Presbyterian Church. At 
Union Avenue Christian Church, W. 
Taliaferro Thompson, head of the 
department of religious education 
at Union Theological Seminary, 
Richmond, Va., spoke on “Develop- 
ing a Personal Religious Life.” 


Discussion of “The Christian Fam- 
ily” by Mrs. Grace Overton. 
Questions of children should be 
answered intelligently and frankly, 
Mrs. Grace Sloan Overton, chair- 
man of the Marriage and Home De- 
partment of the National Council of 
Federated Churoh Women, said yes- 
terday at a seminar of the National 
Preaching Mission at Union Avenue 
Christian Church. 
Participating in a discussion of 
“The Christian Family,” Mrs. Over- 
ton observed that customs had 
changed and recalled that once the 
parental admonishment not to do a 
thing was sufficient, whereas now 
the child demands to know why. 
“The'only way I can see to meet 
the problem of modern youth,” Mrs. 
Overton continued, “is through edu- 
cation, intelligence and understand- 
ing. If you tell your son not to 
drink, he wants a definite under- 
standing of the reasons why he 
should not. It is not enough to tell 
him it will result in internal dis- 
orders, as he knows many pérsons 
have died of ailments which might 
have been caused by alcohol who 
never took a drink in their lives.” 
Causes should be given rather 
than results, she said, adding that 
the modern child loses respect for 
the unreasonable parent.

CLEVELAND, Oct. 13. — Ticket 


holders began to pour into the bar- 
rel-vauked Public Hall at 7 o’clock 
last night to hear Gov. Alf M. 
Landon, Flags were distributed to 
the crowds as they entered. A large 
percentage of women and Negroes 
could be seep among the specta- 
tors. A jazz band played popular 
tunes. One or two flags waving 
would start 10,000 flags waving. 
On three sides of the hall, bal- 


conies sloped to the roof. -Lan- 
don’s radio stand, like a cash reg- 
ister in black and gold, was placed 
at the edge of the stage at one 
end of the hall. Above, hung one 
huge sunflower, its cardboard pet- 
als making a sort of halo around 
the paper center on which ap- 
peared protographs of Landon, 
Knox, and John W. Bricker, Re- 
publican candidate for Governor of 
Ohio. 
At 7:40 the crowd was so big that 
an announcer called over the loud 
speaker, “You will be very pleased 
to know that the crowd is so big 
that we are opening the music hall 
behind the stage to take care of 
the overflow.”

Within 15 minutes this space had 
filled. :

‘Dirt Track Daredevil’ 
Nuvolari Lives Up to 
Name in Cup Auto Race

Both reckless and skillful, the 
roaring Roman piloted his 12-cylin- 
der Alfa Romeo over the course of 


1200 hairpin turns in four hours, 32 
minutes, 44 seconds for an average 
of 65.998 miles per hour. It gave 
him first place money and almost 
all the lap trimmings by a decisive 
time advantage of 11 minutes 57 
seconds over Jean Pierre Wimille 
of France. 
Edge of Three Laps. 

This time advantage was almost 
equal to three laps of the four-mile 
course—fraught with hazards but 
bloodless yesterday—as 30 out of 
45 starters survived to the end of 
what was regarded as the world’s 
most dangerous race. Thirteen of 
them completed the 300 miles and 
17 others were still plugging away 
when they were flagged off the 
course. Nuvolari came within one 
lap of making a grand slam of the 
race, winning 36 out of 37 special 
lap prizes and running his total re- 
ceipts for the day to $23,600. First 
money was $20,000. 

As most of the American stars 
fell out of the race with mechanical 
difficulties, Nuvolari led the for- 
eign contingent to an overwhelm- 
ing victory over Uncle Sam’s stand- 
ard bearers. Placing second‘ was 
Wimille; third, Count Antonio Bri- 
vio of Italy; fourth, Raymond 
Sommer of France, and fifth, Fred- 
dy McEvoy of Australia. 

The first American to finish was 
Mauri Rose, Columbus, O., who was 
followed in seventh place by Wild 
Bill Cummings of Indianapolis 
fame. 

The Americans, riding four-cylin- 
der cars, could not match the speed 
on the 7-10th of a mile straight- 
away of the foreigners, who were 
carried along with a stiff west wind 
in six and 12-cylinder jobs. 

Nuvolari made it a one-man race 
from flag-fall to the finish. He 
took the lead halfway through the 
first of the 75 laps, lost it momen- 
tarily when he stopped for fuel and 
a change of spark plugs on the 
26th lap and regained it almost im- 
mediately from Brivio. 

One Close Call. 

Driving like a winged ‘master, 
Nuvolari had only one close call. 
That was on the 54th lap when 
deacon Litz of Du Bois, Pa., ninth- 
place winner, grazed the Italian’s 
rear fender while skidding around 
a sharp curve.

The Wolverines, who gave the 
Gophers their last beating in the 
final battle of the 1932 season, do 
not figure to stop Minnesota's short 
of 20 victories. Nor do Iowa or 
Wisconsin. There is plenty of dan- 
ger, however, in Purdue, North- 
western and Texas, and the law of 
averages may collaborate with any 
of them to halt the glorious march, 

The numbers came within 68 sec- 
onds of catching up with Minnesota 
Saturday. Although they had oute 
played a fine Nebraska eleven most 
of the way, the Gophers appeared 
stuck with a scoreless tie. However, 
Bud Wilkinson tossed a beautifully 
timed lateral pass to Andy Uram 
who raced 75 yards to a touchdown, 
just in time to keep the winning 
streak intact.

Starting 10 years later, in 
1929, Notre Dame, under the late 
Knute Rockne, won 19 games in 4 
row, and made it 20 in 1931 under 
Hunk Anderson. 

String Is Snapped. 

That long string was snapped in 
the second game of 1931 in the rain 
and mud at Soldier Field when 
Northwestern fought the Irish to 
a scoreless tie. Notre Dame pro- 
longed its term without defeat to 
26 games by adding five more be- 
fore Southern California scored 
that dramatic, last-period 16 to 14 
triumph at South Bend. 

Bernie Bierman’s great machines 
already have matched Notre 
Dame's 26 games without a defeat, 
but have four ties in the collection, 
The current string of triumphs 
started with a 6 to 3 decision over 
Wisconsin in the last game of the 
1933 campaign.

The directors of athletics, who once 
felt they might as well crack up 
their huge stadia and sell them 
for old bricks because the winds 
would soon be blowing through 
empty stands, have changed their 
minds, The situation looks rosy to 
them now. 
On the Upgrade. 

Last Saturday, Ohio State’s battle 
with Pittsburgh drew 71,000. Min- 
nesota played Nebraska with the 
turnstiles clicking to 53,000. Two 
weeks ago Duke opened its season 
before a record crowd of 26,000 
against Colgate, and the same day 
Washington and Minnesota at Se 
attle turned them away after ad- 
mitting a capacity crowd of 40,000. 
On the same day Indiana drew 17,- 
500 down in the Hoosier hills for a 
game with Centre College. 

“Public interest in the game, as 
evidenced by the advance ticket 
sales,” said Maj. Griffith today, 
“will be greater this year than it 
has been for a number of preceding 
years, The years of 1927 and 1928 
witnessed the largest crowds that 
have ever attended football games 
in this country. 

“With the depression the attend- 
ance decreased, and 1932 registered 
the low point. Since then the at- 
tendance has been steadily increas- 
ing. In the Western Conference in 
1935 it was 26.208 per cent ahead 
of that in 1932. The present de 
mand for tickets makes it safe to 
predict that the crowds at the 1936 
games will be materially greater 
than those in 1935. 

“The greatest problem that con- 
fronts college football is that of 
keeping it on an amateur basis. 
As the game has grown in popu- 
larity there are many plans being 
put into effect, all of which tend, 
in some form or other, to lead to- 
warc commercialism in the game. 

Expect Perfection. 

“The problems that are found in 
amateur athletics are not peculiar 
to that institution. They are to be 
found in all of life’s competitions. 
None of our human institutions, 
football included, are perfect, but 
the fact that the public expects 
amateur athletics to be perfect is 
discouraging. 

“So long as the newspapers, edu- 
cators and the public generally pro- 
test against the prostitution of ama- 
teur athletics, we may have no fear 
that football will go the way of all 
games that have become too highly 
professionalized.

Declares Money Was Held 
in Jefferson City to Pay 
Salaries of Pendergast 
Jobholders. 


Allen Thompson, State Old Age 
Commissioner, illegaly reduced the 
maximum old-age pension payable 
in Missouri from $30 to $12 a month, 
it was charged by Jesse W. Bar- 
ret, Republican nominee for Gov- 
ernor, in a campaign address over 
radio station KWK last night. 

Barrett, former Attorney-General 
of Missouri, expressed the opin- 
ion that Thompson directly vi- 
olated the law in making this order, 
that no such authority was given 
or intended for the commissioner. 
The law, said the candidate, left 
the fixing of the amount to be paid 
pensioners to the local boards, with 
the right of appeal by the commis- 
sioner to the State Eleemosynary 
Board. 

As a matter of fact, the speaker 
continued, few pensioners received 
as much as $12 a month, the aver- 
age being $8.96. Last July, he re- 
lated, 10 months after the pension 
law became effective, only 15,000 of 
the 88,000 applicants were receiv- 
ing any aid, although the local 
boards were not behind in their 
work. Two days after Barrett wrote 
Thompson about this, Barrett said, 
the commissioner announced the 
eddition of 30,000 pensioners, How- 
ever, the candidate added, 3000 ap- 
plicants died before being awarded 
pensions. 

“Former Horse Trainer.” 

Thompson was described by Bar- 
rett as “a former horse trainer 
and livestock dealer from Kansas 
City and a regular political worker 
in the machine of Boss Tom Pen- 
dergast.” 

Turning to his Democratic oppo- 
nent, Lioyd C. Stark, Barrett re- 
called that Stark had said he, as 
Governor, would see that. the ap- 
plication forms were less compli- 
cated. “That,” the Republican re- 
marked, “sounds a sthough he didn’t 
know all the applications had been 
made over a’ year ago,” while a 
change in forms might mean further 
delays. 

While the people voted to author- 
ize old age pensions four years ago, 
the Democratic Legislature did not 
pass the pension law until _1935, 
Barrett went on, saying also that 
when there was a public demand 
last spring for an extra session of 
the Legislature for relief appropria- 
tions and provision of more money 
for the old-age pensions it was ex- 
plained that this would increase 
- taxes and the “Pendergast adminis- 
tration” did not believe the people 
wished that. 

Money Available, He Says. 
However, Barrett said he had 
pointed out heretofore that more 
than $3,000,000 was available for 
the two purposes, but that the ad- 
ministration preferred to use the 
money to pay “Pendergast jobhold- 
ers.” He asserted that the State 
Treasurer was authorized to em- 
ploy eight additional clerks, costing 
$11,106 last year, to keep track of 
sales tax receipts from the State 
Auditor, although there were only 
42 such entries last year. 

“That, in brief,” he concluded, “is 
the story of the administration of 
old-age assistance under the Pen- 
dergast rule. The truth is that our 
government is in the hands of a 
group of spoils politicians, thinking 
only of their personal and political 
profit. We have now a rule by the 
Pendergast gang and for the Pen- 
dergast gang, and we demand a 
government of the people, by the 
people and for the people.”

NOTE FOUND NEAR MISSING 
BOY'S BODY HINTS OF MURDER

PEORIA, Ill, Oct. 12.—The dis 
covery of a note purporting to in- 
dicate that Harold Allen’Cupp, 22 
years old, former Peoria high school 
honor student whose body was 
found in a field near here a week

TOKIO, MOSCOW SEND 
BORDER CLASH NOTES 


Tension Heightens Over Al- 
leged Japanese Invasion 
of Soviet Territory. 


By the Associated Press. 


MOSCOW, Oct. 13.—A stiff So- 
viet counter protest, following 
swiftly a Japanese protest from 
Tokio, heightened the tension last 
night over the alleged invasion by 
Japanese troops of Soviet territory 
in the Far East. 

An official Russian communique 
says two attacks took place Sun- 
day. A Japanese detachment of 
35 men, the communique asserted, 
crossed into Soviet territory near 
Paksherkori, on the southernmost 
part of the Soviet Manchurian bor- 
der, where they clashed with Soviet 
frontier guards. After a half hour 
struggle, in which rifles and ma- 
chineguns were used, the invaders 
withdrew into Manchuria. 

The number. of casualties was 
not mentioned in the Russian com- 
munique, but dispatches from Tok- 
io said four Manchoukuoan soldiers 
were killed and five others wound- 
ed. 

The same afternocn, the Soviet 
communique said, Japanese am- 
bushed Soviet forces from trenches 
constructed on Soviet soil near the 
village of Saldkora. As before, the 
Japanese retired under fire. . 

B. I. Kozlovsky, head of the sec- 
ond eastern department of the So- 
viet Foreign Office, summoned 
Shichi Sakoh, Japanese Charge 
d’Affaires at Moscow, to the For- 
eign Office and protested. 


Manchoukuoans Report Russians 
Carried Off Officer’s Body. 

SEOUL, Korea, Oct. @3-—Man- 
choukuoan authorities asserted to- 
day the bodies of two soldiers, killed 
in a border clash :Sunday, had been 
carried off by Russian frontier 
guards. 

The bodies were those of a Jap- 
anese Lieutenant and one Man- 
choukuoan soldier.

ments made to freed slaves. The 
Eastern group sought $2,653,596 un- 
der a treaty signed in 1846. 

The Court refused to review a 
ruling of the Court of Claims that 
the United States had fulfilled all 
of its treaty obligations. Under the 
1846 agreement, the United States 
promised to pay the Cherokees more 
than $2,000,000 for land in Georgia, 
Tennessee and Alabama which they 
gave up when they were forcibly 
removed to Oklahoma in 1835.

TO NAVY PACT BUT 
WANTS IT CHANGED 


Note Declares British-Rus- 
sian Agreement Gives 
Soviet Superior Strength 
in the Baltic. 


VIEWS GIVEN AFTER 
TWO-MONTH ‘DELAY 


‘We Cannot Countenance 
Any Treaty Which En- 
dangers Our Security,’ 
Spokesman Says.

LONDON, Oct. 13.—Germany pre- 
sented a note to the British For- 
eign Office last night, “agreeing” to 
a new draft of the British-Russian 
naval treaty, but “reserving the 
right to make a few reservations.” 

A German spokesman said his 
Government felt the treaty would 
upset the balance of power in the 
Baltic Sea since “Russia under the 
bilateral treaty would be permitted 
to build seven cruisers mounting 
seven-inch guns, whereas’ they 
should not be over six-inch guns.” 

“This,” the spokesman said, “cou- 
pled with their allowance of two 
capital ships mounting 16-inch guns 
and the fact they are not permit- 
ted to give information on their 
Far Eastern building, would seri- 
ously spoil the Baltic balance and 
give Russia a far superior 
strength.” i 

‘ After Two Months. 

The German note was presented, 
the spokesman said, after the Ber- 
lin Foreign Office had spent two 
months studying the main points of 
the British-Russian agreement. 

Observers doubt any agreement 
between Great Britain and Russia 
will be signed without full German 
approval. 

While some critics of the treaty 
said the big guns permitted Soviet 
ships were of 15-inch caliber, the 
German spokesman said they were 
42 centimenters, which would make 
them nearer 16 inches. 

Another point with which the 


provision giving Russia a free hand 
in the Far East, provided Russia 
does not initiate building ships out- 
side the qualitative limits of the | 
London naval treaty. 

This means, the Germans said, 
that if Japan violated the earlier

“We are sticking to the Anglo- 
German 1935 agreement whereby 
Germany is entitled to 35 per cent 
of the size of the British Navy. 
Therefore, we must take care that 
other countries hold to the same 
line.” 

Although there was no indication 
that Germany sought modification 
of the 1935 treaty, informed observ- 
ers believed Berlin might request 
this unless the new British-Russian 
treaty is altered.

LANCHOW, China, Oct. 13.—In- 
vading Communists buried several 
Government soldiers alive in retali- 
ation for killing more than 100 of 
their followers, advices from the 
district southeast of Lanchow said 
today. 

The Government troops ambushed 
the Communists, but later were 
overpowered, the report said. 

The Communists were reported 
to have abandoned their six-week 
siege of several southern cities due 
to the strength of the defenders 
and were driving toward the north- 
east.

NAZI MONEY FOR WAR 
GOODS: NONE FOR FOOD 


Reich Must Export ‘At Any 
Price’ Unless Colonies Are 
Returned, Hess Says. 


By the Associated Press. 

HOF, Germany, Oct. 13.—Rudolf 
Hess, Nazi Cabinet Minister with- 
out portfolio, said last night there 
would be an international trade war 
unless Germany. got back its lost 
colonies. 

“Guns instead of butter” is the 
Nazi slogan, said Hess. He ampli- 
fied this with an assertion § that 
Germany was forced to import so 
many raw materials for rearma- 
ment, that there was no money left 
for foodstuffs. 

Unless “the world gives Germany 
colonies having raw materials,” 
Hess continued, “Germany will be 
forced to export at any price, thus 
impairing the exports of other na- 
tions.” 

If given back the colonies taken 
after the World War, Germany 
“then could produce in her own ter- 
ritory the raw products which she 
is now forced to buy abroad,” Hess 
said. 

“Hitler’s resolute foreign and po- 
litical actions gave Germany politi- 
cal independence, and by deter 
mined economic-political actions 
Der Fuehrer will achieve the na- 
tion’s economic freedom. 

“We all know what huge quanti- 
ties of raw materials we need to 
keep our industries going and to 
safeguard work for millions of la- 
borers through complete rearma- 
ment. 

“Der Fuehrer does not do things 
halfway. As the world in arms 
forced us to rearm, we do it thor- 
oughly. 

“If Germany should obtain raw 
material resources, they would be 
used in domestic markets and not 
for export,” he said.

SOUTH DENNIS, Mass., Oct. 13. 
—Edwin Howland Blashfield, Amer- 
ican mural painter, for five years 


president of the National Academy 
Design, died at his summer home 
here yesterday of a heart ailment. 
He was 87 years old. 

He had painted murals for the 
great central doms of the Library 
of Congress in Washington and for 
state capitols in Minnesota, Wis- 
consin, Iowa and South Dakota. 

Other works he painted in homes 
of American social leaders and in 
business buildings throughout the 
East. 

During the World War Mr. Blash- 
field was in charge of camouflage 
work for the American Govern- 
ment, working at Washington un- 
der appointment of President Wil- 
son. At the close of hostilities, the 
French Government decorated him 
with the Legion of Honor. 

He started out to be an engineer, 
but turned his talents to painting. 
Born in New York in 1848 and edu- 
cated in Boston Latin School, he 
went to Germany in 1864 to study 
engineering and returned soon aft- 
erward to enter Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology. 

In 1867 he began art studies 
Paris under Leon Bonnat. 

Seven years later his work was 
exhibiited at the Paris salon. Later 
he exhibited at the Royal Academy 
in London. 

Mr. Blashfield returnsd to the 
United States in 1881 and married 
Miss Evangeline Wilbour of Lit- 
tle Compton, R. L, who died in 
1918. In February, 1928, he married 
Grace Hall of Boston, who sur- 
vives him.

CP. TAFT SPEAKER 
Al “Y” DRIVE DINNER 


Campaign to Raise $146,400 
for Current Expenses 
Formally Opened. 


The Y. M. C. A. opened its an- 
nual current expense campaign 
with a dinner last night at the 
Downtown “Y” attended by 800 of 
the 1450 men and women who to- 
day began a two weeks’ drive to 
raise $146,400. Charles P. Taft, 
Cincinnati attorney and son of the 
late former President, was the 
principal speaker. 

The “Y” has always concentrated 
its attention on the problem of 
building leadership for the. future, 
he said. It deals with live material, 
some of which might just as well 
end in jail if its energies are not 
guided into constructive paths of 
good citizenship. 

Citing an example of how a Y. M. 
C. A. club might have kept a boy 
out of trouble, he said, “I sent a 
boy of 18 to the Ohio penitentiary 
for murder in a gas station holdup 
who might just as well have been 
a community leader. .I have wished 
many times that we had developed 
some kind of a group in his neigh- 
borhood that might have turned his 
energy in the right direction.” 

Young People Confused. 

In the face of the tremendous 
problems of today, he continued, 
and especially the problems of the 
great metropolitan community, 
young people are tremendously con- 
fused. “The job which the Y. M. 
C. A. strives to do is to give them 
a sense of proportion, an all-round 
view of life with a central spiritual 
emphasis.” 

He defined the “Y” as not a build- 
ing, but a group of men and boys 
interested in improving themselves 
and guiding others toward an all- 
round personality. 

“We bring individual men who 
have a knack for friendship in 
touch with individual boys who have 
troubles of their own,” he continued. 
“The big brother relationship which 
our Jewish friends have made so ef- 
fective is a great spot for helping 
the youth of the community and for 
inspiring the men. 

Case of Chinese Student. 

The tendency now is away from 
“Y¥Y” memberships that mean just 
one activity and toward allround 
activities, he pointed out. As an ex- 
ample he cited the case of Jimmy 
Yen, a friend and classmate of his 
at Yale University. 

Yen was the son of a Chinese 
Christian, educated at a missionary 
college and sent to France as a Y. 
M. C. A. secretary. “That backx- 
ground and his own capacity pushed 
him into an effort to teach the 
coolies of his battalion at Boulogne 
how to read and write Chinese. He 
went back to China, put on a reg- 
ular ¥. M. C. A. campaign at Chang- 
sha for members of his classes and 
got under way the Chinese mass ed- 
ucation movement which is one of 
the most significant influences in 
present-day China. The Y, M. C. A. 
doesn’t claim credit for Jimmy Yen, 
but it does claim credit for giving 
him his start in a worth-while com- 
munity enterprise.” 

In seeking money for the “Y,” 
Taft concluded, workers must tell 
their prospects what the money is 
for and what the “Y” is doing, if 
they are to succeed. 

The first report luncheon of the 
current expense campaign will be 
held tomorrow at noon at the Down- 
town Y. M. C. A. when Mrs. Har- 
per Sibley of Rochester, N. Y., a 
member of the National Preaching 
Mission, will be principal speaker. 
Mrs, Sibley, whose husband ns head 
of the Rochester Y. M. C. A. and 
president of the Uited S tates 
Chamber of Commerce, is a_ vice- 
president of the National Council 
of Federated Church Women and 
a vice-president of the Federation 
of Churches in Rochester.

Educational Business Officials 
at Convention Hold First 
General Session. 


Delegates to the twenty-fifth an- 
nual convention of the National 
Association of Public School Busi- 
ness Officials met in Hotel Jeffer- 
son today for the first general ses- 
sion of their five-day meeting. Yes- 
terday, “St. Louis Day,” was spent 
in an inspection of administrative 
processes in the local school sys- 


tem. 

They were welcomed today by 
Lloyd W. King, State Superintend- 
ent of Schools, James J. Fitzger- 
ald, president of the Board of Edu- 
cation, and Dr. Henry J. Gerling, 
superintendent of instruction. The 
president of the association, Paul 
H. Scholz, business manager of the 
San Antonio (Tex.) board of edu- 
cation, made an address and other 
officers presented annual reports. 

Speakers at the session were Col. 
Howard P. Savage, business man- 
ager of the Chicago board of edu- 
cation, Willard E. Goslin, superin- 
tendent of the Webster Groves 
schools, and L. H. Rich, director 
of personnel for the public schools 
of Detroit, Mich. 

Inspection Tour Held. 

The inspection tour yesterday, in 
which most of the 500 convention 
delegates participated, ended with 
a visit to Hadley Vocational School, 
3405 Bell avenue. After luncheon 
there, the business officials heard 
three officers of the St. Louis 
schools discuss the finances, the 
landscaping of school premises, and 
the lunch room plan of the local 
public school system. 

Explaining the financial policy 
employed in the schodis here, 
Philip J. Hickey, secretary-treas- 
urer of the Board of Education, de- 
scribed the administrative system 
created by act of the State Legis- 
lature and analyzed the revenues 
as to its sources. “A very care- 
fully controlled system of expendi- 
tures has been worked out in St.

Text of Roosevelt’s Address 


Social Security 


As Envisioned by New Deal 


President Ridicules “Whispering Ghosts and 
Stalking Bogeymen” of Those Who 
“Spread Gospel of Fear.” 


By the Associated Press. 
WICHITA, Kan., Oct. 18.—The 


tert of President Roosevelt's ad- 


dress here today follows: 

If I ever write another book, I am 
going to have a chapter in it about 
bedtime storics—political bedtime 
stories. It will be a very amusing 


chapter. I am going to fill it with 
whispering ghosts and staking bo- 
geymen and I am going to end the 
chapter by telling how the Amer- 
ican men and women on the third 
of November, 1936, refused to be 
frightened by fairy tales. You folks 
do not look a bit scared to me. 

The Republican leaders have told 
you all kinds of things about what 
this administration is. trying to do. 
They have tried to spread the gOs- 
pel of fear, not only in the factories, 
which is an old shop-worn trick, but 
this year they are even trying to 
bring fear into the homes and 
firesides of America. 

But I know that the people of this 
country have not such short memo- 
ries. They remember only too well 
the real fear—the justified fear— 
felt all over the nation in 1932, to 
be frightened by this silly false fear 
which is now being preached. The 
leaders who are trying to do it are 
the very ones whose blindness to 
facts and refusal to act caused the 
real fear and the real danger of 
national disaster in 1932. What 
this administration has done since 
1933 to clear up the debris which 
had been left over by 12 years of 
neglect need not be repeated. You 
know what the devil-take-the-hind- 
most policy of the 1920’s brought 
down upon our heads. You know 
that the vast speculative gains of a 
few were made without any regard 
to the deep injuries which — they 
were causing to the great masses of 
our people. 

“Three Years Later.” 

In the spring of 1933 these same 
speculators pleaded with me for 
help, help of any kind—just so long 
as it would save them from bank- 
ruptcy. Most people thought that 
they had learned their lesson. We 
hoped that they would join with our 
average citizen in working for some 
kind of security against reoccur- 
rence of those panic years. Yet 
here they are—three years later— 
giving vague lip service to that word 
security and, at the same time, seek- 
ing to block, to thwart and to annul 
every measure that we have taken 
to restrain the kind of individual- 
ism which hurts the community 
itself, individualism run amuck. 

I used this. word security not in 
the narrow sense of old-age pension 
and of unemployment insurance, 
fine as these objectives are. I use 


it in the broader sense of confidence | 


on the part of men and women, 
willing to carry on normal work and 
willing to think of their neighbors 
as well as themselves, that they will 
not have to worry about losing their 
homes, about not having enough to 
eat, about becoming objects of char- 
ity. Add to that one more objec- 
tive, that all Americans may have 
full opportunity for education, for 
reasonable leisure and recreation, 
for the right to carry on represent- 
ative government and for freedom 
to worship God in their own way. 


Federal Aid to States. 

That philosophy has been the 
philosophy and the practical objec- 
tive of your national administration 
at Washington. I do not seek to 
discuss with you the pros and cons 
of your local government or of your 
State government in Kansas. You 
know more about that than I do. 
Let me say only, in very simple 
terms, that I do not believe that 
Kansas would have pulled through 
the difficult problems of the past 
four years as splendidly as it has, 
had it not been for Federal co-opera- 
tion and Federal assistance in many 
fields of your endeavor. If you 
think we were wrong to give this 
assistance, then, to be logical, you 
must ask that in the days to come, 
every state in the Union shall set 
itself up as an individual entity for 
the solution of all of the problems 
of all of its inhabitants, save pos- 
sibly the maintenance of the army, 
the navy and the handling of our 
foreign affairs. 

Our broader interpretation of se- 
curity and of the methods of pro- 
curing it is well illustrated by what 
you have seen us do. Our endeav- 
ors have fallen into three broad 
classifications. 


First, immediate and direct as- 


sistance, including work for the un- 
employed, help for drouth areas, 
buying of drouth-stricken cattle, 
building of ponds and irrigation 
projects, seed loans, assistance to 
the youth of the nation, and dozens 
of other instances. 

Secondly, protection against rec- 
ognized abuses of many kinds, in- 
cluding the Sattle of Federal Gov- 
ernment against kidnaping, black- 
mail, bank robberies and other 
menaces to life and liberty; safe- 
guarding innocent investors against 
fake securities; the regulation of 
stock exchanges; regulation of 
over-reaching practices of some 
utility companies and the estab- 
lishment of “power yardsticks to 
force reasonable electric rates; 
elimination of unsafe banking prac- 
tices. . 

And thirdly, the reduction of in- 
terest rates; the saving of farms 
and homes from mortgage  fore- 
closures; the insurance of bank de- 
posits; the loans that have been

Security for Future. 


These and many more like them 
give you a broad picture of the 
more permanent and long-range 
measures, many of which will im- 
prove not only your lives but those 
of your children. 

There has been at one time a 
school of thought in this country 
that would have us believe that 
those vast numbers of average citi- 
zens who do not get to the top of 
the economic ladder do not deserve 
the security which government 
alone can give them. And in the 
past, unfortunately, the philosophy 
has had too large a hand in making 
our national economic policies. That 
school of thought left Washington 
on March 4, 1933. 

The farmers of the nation are a 
good example of what government 
can do not only in direct help but 
in providing security for the fu- 
ture. From a state of collapse in 
1932, agriculture has not only been 
brought back to life but has re- 
ceived the encouragement of gov- 
ernment which enables it to face 
the future with confidence. Is there 
among the many farmers in this 
audience, a single one who would 
want to go back to the unco-opera- 
tive formula—the rugged individ- 
cone the economic freedom of 


Don’t you and your wife and your 
children look forward to a safer, 
better future today than you did 
three and half short years ago? 

+» . Denies Class Distinction. 

I have used farming as an il- 
lustration of greater security be- 
causes Kansas is a great farming 
State. You know, however, that 
the mining areas and the livestock 
areas and the industrial areas of 
the country are likewise receiving 
their share of a greater security. 
Every part of the nation shares it 
together. Last April in New York 
I dared to talk farming to a New 
York City audience. I told them 
that one of the best things that 
had come out of these three years 
was the realization by city dwellers 
that they could not be prosperous 
until the farmer was also prosper- 
ous. 

In the same way I have dared 
to talk tu people in great agricul- 
tural states about the needs of the 
industrial workers in the big cities 
and how closely their welfare is 
tied up with the lot of the farmer.

That is not my 
way and never will be my way. 


“Through With Flying Colors.” 


We are coming through a great 
national crisis with flying colors. 
We have not lost our self-respect. 
We have not changed our form of 
government. We have a net 
national debt which, though greater 
in dollars, is actually less in pro- 
portion to the income of the nation 
and in proportion to the wealth of 
the nation than the national debt 
was on March 4, 1933. 

From the point of view of na- 
tional income and national wealth, 
we are better able to bear our 
debt now than we were then. And,

The East St. Louis registration 
is expected to total 40,000. There 
were 32,000 registered on Oct. 3 and 
5, the first two days of registration. 
Deputy registrars will canvass the 
city tomorrow and Thursday, and. 
any persons challenged will be no- 
tified to appear at the election 
board’s office next Monday and 
Tuesday to prove their right to 
vote. There have been about 700 
challenges, Thomas F. Coonan, 
chief ‘clerk of the board, said. 

Registration was begun today in 
rural unincorporated districts, small 
towns and villages of Madison and 
St. Clair Counties, where the new 
permanent registration law is not 
in effect. Residents of these dis- 
tricts also may register Oct. -27. 

The registration, however, in the 
rural districts applies only to new 
residents, those not registered in 
the 1932 registration, those who 
have changed residence, and those 
who have become of age since the 
last election. Clerks will begin to 
transfer the old names from the 
19382 books to the 1936 registration 
rolls today in rural districts. 

Polling places will remain open 
in Madison County and in small 
towns of St. Clair County until 5 
p. m., in Belleville until 9 p. m., and 
in unincorporated rural districts, 
St. Clair County, until 4 p. m. 

Between today and Oct. 27, resi- 
dents of rural districts may register 
on a poll list, which will be posted 
outside the polling place, under pro- 
visions of an old law.

For a thorough understanding, 
penalty doubles must be consid- 
ered from two distinct angles: One, 
the double itself; arid two, the 
leavein of the double. It is with 
the second division that most play- 
ers have great trouble. The re- 
quirements for the double itself 
have been codified to a point where 
players have very little excuse for 
going wrong. The Culbertson “two 
trick rule” is one valuable yard- 
stick by which doubles can be 
measured, 

Any penalty double must be 
based on the expectancy of defeat- 
ing the contract by two tricks. 
“Sporting” doubles on a margin of 
but one trick are never advisable. 
Even when the opponents’ have bid 
a game it is not wise to double on 
a margin of one trick. Declarer 
may obtain from the double infor- 
mation which will enable him to 
locate an important honor, and by 
finessing for that honor he may 
make his contract. 

When this rule is used in con- 
junction with the defensive value 
of honor tricks, good results will 
follow on a satisfying percentage of 
hands. 

Unfortunately it is much more 
difficult to prescribe exact, rules 
for the leavein or takeout of pen- 
alty doubles. It will probably please 
average players to learn that the 
country’s ranking experts find their 
greatest perplexity on this partic- 
ular point. As I have said, it is

naturalization papers, therefore he, 
to, is not a citizen of the United 
states. Also I, as I understand 
it, through marriage, lost my citi- 
enship. Can my husband secure 
his papers, even if his father does 
not? And would my husband tak- 
ing out his papers automatically 
reinstate me as & citizen, having 
been born here? 

How shall we go about getting 
his citizenship papers and what is 
the approximate cost? Please give’ 
ys as much detail as possible and 
thanks for an early reply. 

“NEWLYWEDS.” 


According to the naturalization 
laws of the United States, “a wom- 
man citizen of the United States 
shall not cease to be a citizen by 
reason of her marriage, unless she 
makes formal renunciation of her 
citizenship before a court.” I 
would advise you to go the Unit- 
ed States Naturalization Bureau, 
Federal Building, and get more de- 
tails concerning your husband’s 
papers and the status of any chil- 
dren that may be born. There is 
no reason why he should not, and 
much reason why he should, be- 
come naturalized in a country 
where he makes his home and en- 
joys the benefits and protection 
of this country. 

Just why a man should feel that, 
although he came to this country 
to improve his health, his fortune 
or his opportunities, that he must 
remain always a foreigner, it is 


hard to understand. There are 
thousands of such citizens living 
on the relief charities of this na- 
tion now, some well-established by 
means of opportunities given here 
and some expecting to live their 
lives here, avoiding military serv- 
ice in their own countries. Our 
deportation laws are certainly too 
kind or too inactive, for the good 
of our own ‘helpless people.

F you are one of those plain girls 

who long for screen or 

greatness, you can’t afford to miss 
reading this story. It is aimed at 
you. It also is one of the most in- 
spirational stories anyone can read. 
You know, “Girl Makes Good in 
Home Town,” It's one of that sort 
of thing. 

It is the story of Julie Haydon 


and how she fought her way into 


film recognition without money, 
without startling beauty and with 
only an innate ability which she had 
to develop herself. 

Julie Haydon was born Donella 
Donaldson, a name which she 
dropped because she considered it 
too “stagey.” Her father was the 
editor of a small paper and her 
mother a musician. Money was 
scarce in their home. We ran a 
small-town paper once and know 
how scarce it can be. 


Early in life Julie was a tomboy. 


I can believe:it because we were 
clambering down a bank onto the 


sandy beach, when she told me this 


story. Invited to have lunch with 
Miss ,Haydon, we were whisked 
away in her small car by the girl 
herself, attired in white slacks and 
jacket and a huge-brimmed hat. We 
went to the beach. Julie wanted 
to walk in the sand. before we 
lunched., 


“I was a tomboy as a girl,” she 
said. “Then I found myself grow- 
ing up and I thought I should be 
more of a lady. I tried to be prim 
until one day we were on a picnic 
and we started down just such a 
bank as this. I was being very 
grown up until I slipped and fell. 
I decided not to be a lady any more 
after that spill.” 

Julie was never a great beauty, 
she admits. Nor had she money 
with which to buy pretty clothes 
and beauty lotions, or even money 
to spend on her hair. But she had 
an ambition. She wanted to be a 
great actress. 

In school, she had developed an 
ability at sketching and this led to 
her first job. A woman who had a 
small dressmaking business wanted 
a catalogue of her clothes. She em- 
ployed Julie to make these sketches. 
Since the woman hoped to interest 
studios in her gowns, she wanted 
the girl to show them as they would 
appear if worn by a star. So Julie 
would arrange the dresses on a 
hanger and sketch them with like- 
nesses of Colleen Moore, Gloria 
Swanson, Bebe Daniels and other 
stars of that time. 

She had quit school after junior 
high, to learn to be an actress. All 
this happened in the heart of Hol- 
lywood, because her family had 
moved to the film city when she 
was a tiny girl. She is one of the 
few Hollywood home-town girls 
ever to become recognized on the 
screen. 

Besides, things were not going so 
well at home. Her father’s publish- 
ing business was failing gradually. 
Her mother was ill. When the job 
of making sketches was ended, Julie 
went forth to find work. She looked 
older than her 15 years and soon 
found a job in an art shop, waiting 
on customers, She made $12 a 
week, studied at night and kept her 


ambitions. For a year and a half 
she attended drama classes in the 
evenings. Then the art store closed 
and she went seeking another job. 
She found work during the next few 
years in department stores, hard- 
ware stores, and even in the five- 
and-tens. 

“Then I got a job in a plant mak- 
ing Christmas cards,” she relates. 
“All year long we  hand-tinted 
cards for the Christmas season. We 
were paid by the piece and I soon 
learned how to spread out 36 cards 
before me and paint in the blue in 
each card first, then the red and so 
on until all 36 were finished up at 
once. 

“I worked there from just before 
one Christmas until just after the 
following one, excepting the times 
when I quit. It seems I was always 
quitting the shop to go out and be- 
come a great actress. But I always 
went back, and the manager would 
always laugh and put me to work 
again. 

“Every day I would keep right at 
work developing myself to become 
an actress. I would practice by 
breathing exercises all day long, to 
the rhythm of the printing presses. 
I had been sick as a child and was 
considered frail. Why, they used to 
call me ‘Matchstick’ and ‘Skinny’ 
in school. I knew I had to have 
good lungs to act, so I did these 
exercises. 

“The shop was about a mile from 
my home. I knew it would help me 
if I ran to work. So each morning

That play started Julie definitely 
on her career. An agent saw her 
in the amateur play and offered to 
get her roles in pictures. The first 
was in “The Great Meadow,” at 
M-G-M.

When I did get 
my part, I practiced on my role 
every day for weeks. We went to 
Sonora on location, but I was never 
needed. Finally, back at the studio, 
I got my chance.

“He agreed to give me a try-out,” 
she says. “Mr. Grauman paired 
me with a boy and wanted us to 


‘work with an elephant. But every 


time we came within a foot of the 
elephant, the animal would give us 
a friendly nudge which almost 
knocked us into the orchestra pit, 
It seemed tragic to me, but Mr. 
Grauman laughed so hard he gave 
me the part. 

“After a week of the engage 
ment, the prologue was declared 
to be too long and my part—and 
the elephant’s—was eliminated. I 
talked the musical director into 
putting me into the background 
chorus, although I couldn't sing. 
But every performance, for the rest 
of the run, I stood there and went 
through the motions.”

HEN Henry Duffy, present 

King of the Coast Defenders of 

Theater Managers, called the 
girl. He was producing “The Fall 
Guy” at his Hollywood theater. Lu- 
cille Gleason, the star, was not well. 
Duffy promised Julie that if she 
would understudy Miss Gleason he 
would make it worth her while. 

The star recovered and Julie nev- 
er got a chance to play the part. 
But shé did get another break. Ian 
Keith, the leading man, interrupted 
the run to put on a one night per- 
formance of “Hamlet” and he let 
Miss Haydon come into the cast as 
Ophelia. The Los Angeles critics said 
she was pretty good. 

It looked as though the time 
was ripe to break into films. But 
she was rather short on good 
clothes and was a very tired little 
girl. She made the rounds however 
and the studio producers gave her 
interviews—but no parts. A fortun- 
ate engagement opposite Ian Mac- 
Laren on the stage in “Man and 
Superman”, helped her support her 
family during this period. 

Then came an offer of a contract 
Julie accepted gladly. She was still 
Donella Donaldson then. Executives 
agreed that her name should be 
changed. One evening she heard, 
over the radio, an announcement 
that a program of Haydon music 
would be played. The name sounded 
good. She thought it was spelled 
Haydon and she elected to become 
Julie Haydon. 

Out came stories about her “dis- 
covery” and up went Julie's amaze- 
ment and wonder. Every picture 
that had been taken, looked amaz- 


ingly like Ann Harding. Every

story called her “a second Ann 
Harding”. 


She wondered even more when 
she was given her first part. It was 
in “The Conqueror” with Ann Hard- 
ing and Richard Dix and she played 
the daughter of Ann Harding. 

“Suddenly, I realized that I had 
been hired for a purpose,” Julie 
says. “I believed that I was being 
ysed to make Miss Harding believe 
that if she left the studio’s roster, 
I was there to step into her roles. 

“So I did a bold thing. I bobbed 
my long hair and walked right into 
the executive offices. Everyone 
seemed aghast but I pretended that 
I had not known anything about 
that ‘second Harding’ matter. 

“The result was that they cast 
me into two Westerns with Tom 
Keene in rapid succession. I didn’t 
mind. I was willing to do anything 
to keep making pictures and learn- 
ing. I enjoyed those pictures. I had 
never ridden a horse before and 
from the first to the last day of 
each picture, I was stiff and bruised. 
We started early and worked late. 

“One night at midnight as I was 
finishing my last scene in one of 
the Westerns, I was given a call to 
be on the set at 9 a. m. the follow- 
ing day, to be in a bridge game 
short with Ely Culbertson. I fin- 
ished work at 2 a. m., slept in my 
dressing room all night, arose at 
dawn, got into an evening dress 
and make-up and went to work. 

“IT never regretted any of that 
hard work, but at the end of my 
year’s contract, I again found my- 
self without a job. I had saved 
little money and was no farther 
ahead financially. But in experi- 
ence, I was wealthy.” 

Then Henry Duffy handed her 


the lead opposite Francis Lederer. 


in “Autumn Crocus.” 

When “Autumn Grocus” closed, 
the girl was in a position to take 
more important film, roles, Yet 
the first was in an arty three- 
reeler, “Dawn to Dawn.” She 
liked the script and thought it 


worthy of help. She was asked to 
do the leading role for nothing. Her 
agent.refused. Then he left town 
and Julie, in need of money, prom- 
ised to make the picture for $100. 

She was a farm girl and played 
the role without make-up. When 
the picture came out, it was seen 
by few. Her agent was furious. 
He told her she had made herself 
a bit player. She forgot that “mis- 
take,” but it did not forget her 
later. 

Her father had just died, leaving 
many debts and no insurance, 
when she got a role as a farm 
girl in “Golden Harvest.” 

When Max Reinhardt staged “A 
Midsummer Night’s Dream” in the 
Hollywood Bowl, she became a 
member of the cast. But a year 
had past since “Autumn Crocus” 
and Julie was still far from the 
top and deep in debt. All of her 
money, excepting that for bare 
necessities, was going to pay her 
family’s obligations.

HEN she received a wire from 
T ennip Barry, the playwright. 

He offered her the leading role 
in his new , “Bright Star,” with 
Lee Tracy. e wire found Julie 
in the hospital. She had contacted 
make-up poisoning during “A Mid- 
summer Night’s Dream.” 

Accompanied by a nurse, Julie 
went to New York. The play was 
rehearsed and tried on the road. It 
needed much more work, so Hop- 
kins told Julie to wait until part 
of it could be rewritten. Hopkins 
had told her to talk to no other 
producer until he could get the 
play under way. Julie obeyed and, 
because of that, won the biggest 
role in her entire career. While she 
waited penniless in her hotel, 
Hecht and MacArthur were seek- 
ing a girl to play opposite Noel 
Coward in “The Scoundrel,” Julie 
was suggested. The producers 
told an assistant to have her come 
for an appointment. When the as 
sistant called, Julie replied that she

could talk to no producer, at Hop- 
kins’ order. 

This brought MacArthur on the 
telephone personally. Julie re- 
peated her refusal to talk with 
him. Hecht tried calling, but he 
got the same answer. Now great- 
ly interested, the producers called 
Hopkins himself. He told them 
they couldn't see Julie. 

Finally, Hopkins said that if he 
didn’t have the play ready within 
two weeks, Julie could do their 
picture. 

Hopkins didn’t get his play 
ready and Julie went into “The 
Scoundrel” and made a big hit. A 
big enough hit to make the Holly- 
wood producers want her at last. 
Now, if she isn’t quite sitting on 
top of the world she is at least 
moving up in that direction. M-G-M 
put her into “The Longest Night,” 
and from that moved her right into 
a good role in the screen version

ne sows an idea ina child's 
mind one must be willing to wait 
for the result through long years 
of watching, cultivating, feeding; 
wait through 
sunshine an d 
storm, freshening 
rains and dread- 
ful drouths of 
the spirit.

“T’'ve told him 
again and again if 
that a good boy | 
always tells the 
truth. Yet every 
once in a. while 
he slips. Only 
this morning I 
went over that 
with him again 
and told him how 
fine it was for a 
man to be trusted by other men, to 
have his word taken as his bond, 
and here he is. Another lie. What 
is to become of him? What is the 
matter with me that I have a child 
who lies like this? 
This is one of the harvests that 
lie far in the future. Children 
know nothing of the adult's fear 
of a lie, nor of his affection for 
the truth-teller and the truth. To 
his mind a lie is a handy way out 
of a tight place. He has seen it 
work for others when they faced 
an emergency. He tries it when 
he thinks he needs it. And it does 
not work, most of the time a lie 
is detected and nailed to the wall 
before its creator's troubled gaze. 
Don't be discouraged. Love of 
honesty, of truth, for their own 
sakes, comes only after years of 
experience have proven their worth 
and given the instruction meaning. 
Many of our most earnest sermons, 
even our cherished maxims, are 
just words to the children. And 
words are sounds to them until 
experience puts meaning into them. 
If you watch yourself you wil) find 
that rereading some familiar book 
will disclose new meanings in what 
you once read with shallower 
thinking. Time and experience 
working on your thinking have 
given it a deeper thrust, with ad- 
ded power, and you find new benu- 
ties, new values, new ideas in oid 
words.

EARS must pass before many 
Vor our teachings have a mean- 

ing that is powerful enough to 
control actions. Until then we must 
continue to sow seed in faith. That 
means to keep on teaching the 
idea we want to take root. Keep 
reinforcing it, strengthening it by 
whatever experiences we can add 
to it, until it attains sufficient 
power to stand alone. Refrain from 
poking about to find how it is do- 
ing. Let it rest. Most growth in 
the beginning is made under- 
ground.
